The in- 
crease in the total assessment 
has a hearing upon civic im- 
provements. Territorial legisla- 
tion permits a town to issue de- 
bentures to theextent of five 
per cent. of its total assess- 
ment, and it is now seen that 
Calgary, (which hasa very light 
debt) may, if it sees fit, add 
$50,000 or $60,000 to its present 
debt if the rate-payers choose.

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING 


About sixty business men of 
Calgary responded to the May- 
or’s call and met last night in 
the opera house. The principal 
business transacted was the ap- 
pointment of a committee to co- 
operate with the representatives 
of the Ualgary and Edmonton 
railway in celebrating the turn- 
ing of the first sod, and the pass- 
age of a resolution requesting 
the mayor to declare the day a 
public holiday—probably Mon. 
day, the 21st inst. The meeting, 
after explanations from the 
mayor and a number of brief 
speeches, passed a resolution 
naming a committee to call 
together the prominent business 
men of the town to forma board 
of trade and to take the steps 
necessary to organize efficiently. 
The meeting was altogether har- 
monious and was pervaded by a 
business-like tone which augur- 
ed well for the stability of the 
coming board. The general 
feeling was that a sound finan- 
cial basis was the first consider- 
ation to be kept in mind in 
establishing the board All 
things considered, the opening 
meeting was a success. The 
next meeting will be at the call 
of the mayor, which will, no 
doubt, be heartily responded to.

Homestead Rogulations, 


All even-numbered seetions of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, excepting Sand 26, which have not 
becn homesteaded, reseryed to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
homesteaded by any person who isthe sole 
head of a family, or male over eighteen years 
of age, to the extent of one quarter section of 
160 acres more or loss. 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the loca 
land office in whieh the land to be taken is 
situate, or it the homosteader desires he may, 
| on application to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ovtawa, or the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg, receive authority for some 
one to make the entry for him, fee ot $10 
is charged for an ordinary homestead entry; 
hut for lands which have been occupied an 
additional fee of $10 is chargeable to meet in- 
spection and cancellation expenses, 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES,
